Described by Floyd L. Johnson (President, African Violet 
Society of Amer.) in October 1953 Flower Grower, thus: 
“Is just what collectors are searching for. This par- 
ticular variety will prove popular as it is strictly in the 
unusual class. No collection will be complete without 
it.’ These exotic, variegated-foliage, varieties resulted 
from cross-pollinations by our friend Mrs. Annie Ostolski. 
She gave us tiny seedlings, which we developed through 
several generations by leaf propagation. Both varieties 
are profuse bloomers, holding their blossoms high above 
the foliage. Small compact plants with sturdy growth 
habits. 


Blue Albino Girl—Slightly cupped, medium-dark blue 
flower on heart shaped girl foliage. Top side of leaf 
variegated white and deep green, underside silver with 
green veins. $1.25. 


Red Albino Girl—Sweet pea type red flower on heart 
shaped girl foliage. Top side of leaf variegated white 
and bronz green — white areas often splashed coppery- 
red — underside silver with green veins. $1.25. 


All Aglow—A glowing, brilliant, deep pink, well cupped, 
good size flower with red-rimmed eye. Small dark green 
foliage. Plant size: Small. 50c. 
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Appealing—Outstanding. A. red-orchid bicolor on 
medium size heart shaped dark green supreme foliage. 
Very large flowers, the 2 top petals have very dark 
reddish band tips following down their inside junction 
with light orchid on outside edges. Lower petals light 
orchid tipped and blended with deep orchid. Size: 
Medium. 50c. 


Aurora (Ulery’s)—White flower with lavender band and 
yellow-green point at tips. Bright green small curly girl 
foliage. A novelty. Size: Small-medium. 50c. 


Autumn—Medium blue full double, some petal tips 
minutely splashed with rose-pink, usually 10 to 12 buds 
per stalk. Large dark green leaves, varnished in ap- 
pearance, deeply waved and rippling, underside has red 
coloring of autumn foliage. This one topped our ‘53 
bench sales. Size: Large. 50c. 


Black Magic—Intense deep blue double flower with 
prominent golden center, on quite dark green heart 
shaped foliage. Size: Medium. 50c. 


Black Swan—Nice red bicolor flower on bronze girl 
foliage with light green girl spot. Named for its dark 
foliage. Size: Medium. 50c. 


Blue Buttercup—Sprightly cup-shaped, and top petals 
crimped back, light blue flower with large white eye-ring. 
Petals are almost white on reverse. Small scalloped 
foliage. This one isa charmer. Size: Small. 50c. 


Bronze Cherub—Bright rosy orchid bicolor blossom. 
Lovely bright green, round, girl foliage. Size: Small. 
50c. 


Cavalier—Dusty dark blue double flower on quilted, 
bronze, enlongated foliage. Size: Medium-large. 50c. 


Cherie—Beautiful large ruffed velvety dark red bicolor 
flowers on dark waxy girl foliage, with nice red girl spot 
and throat. Size: Medium. 50c. 


Clementine—Pure white, frilled, sweetpea type blossoms 
standing out nicely on bright green, frilly, girl foliage. 
Size: Medium. 50c. 


Double Beauty—Quite large fully double dusty blue 
flowers with outside petals tipped purple-red. Also un- 
usual girl foliage. Extra dark waxy round shaped leaf 
with large light green girl spot, silver underside. Size: 
Medium. A Naomi original. $1.00. 


Double One—Bright medium blue fully double flowers 
on dark velvety green foliage very red underneath. A 
cross of Double Neptune and Fantasy. Size: Medium- 
large. 50c. 
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Edith Cavell—Large delicate ivory and lavender bicolor 
nicely fringed flower on dark green wavy foliage. Brown 
stems. Size: Medium. 50c. 


Fischer’s Double Genevas. These 4 are the first double 
genevas and they are real eye catchers, and good bloom- 
ers. Size: Medium-large. 


Silver Lining—Medium blue double geneva flower, 
each petal clearly edged white. Medium green 
foliage. 50c. 


Blue Horizon—Dark blue double geneva flower, 
each petal clearly edged in white. Foliage dark 
green with wavy edge. 50c. 


Snow Line—Red lavender double geneva flower, 
each petal clearly edged in white. Medium green 
foliage. 50c. 


Edna Fischer—Deep red lavender double geneva 
flower, petals bordered in blending white. Plain 
green foliage, reddened reverse. 50c. 


Fleur Petite—Rufffled lilac sweetpea-type blooms on 
deep green waxy girl foliage, slightly red girl spot. Very 
lovely. Size: Medium. 50c. 


Friendship—Giant light blue flower with darker eye. 
Blossom often measures 2 inches. Excellent dark green 
heart shaped slightly cupped and quilted foliage. Size: 
Medium-large. A Naomi original. 50c. 


Gent’s Neptune-Grotei cross—Huge light blue very full 
fluffy double flowers on slightly quilted small dark green 
(almost black) rather hairy round heart shaped foliage 
red underneath and long red petioles. A heavy blomer. 
So new and lovely it is not yet named. Cannot hold-up 
catalog printing any longer — so will label with selected 
name at shipping time. $1.00. 


Giant Blue Double—Huge light blue fully double flowers 
blooming in clusters on good deep green foliage. Size: 
Medium. 50c. 


Herkimer Girl—Large dark blue blossom, petal tips, red- 
purple, on dark green good girl foliage. Profuse bloomer. 
Siz: Medium. 50c. 


Hildegarde—Dark rose-orchid ruffled flowers on dark 


green heavily veined wavy foliage. Size: Medium-large. 
50c. 


Jubilee—Large light-orchid bicolor flowers blended with 
deep blue-orchid and edged in white. An unusual col- 
oring. Waxy green plain foliage. Size: Medium. 50c. 


Marvin's Silver Girl—Quite a light blue slightly cupped 
flower. Dark green girl foliage with a silver back. A 
most attractive plant. Size: Small-medium. 50c. 
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Mine Alone—Large very dark blue double flowers born 
in profusion on waxy medium green quilted girl foliage. 
Size: Medium. 50c. 


Miss Louisa—Very large red-orchid irredescent blooms 
with a crystal clear edge, on heart shaped medium green 
foliage. Size: Medium. 50c. 


October Skies—Daintily ruffled edge, light blue overlaid 
with a darker blue blend, flower. Bronze wavy foliage. 
A kin of Autumn. Size: Large. 75c. 


Pandora—Huge light blue cup-shaped flowers born in 
profusion on medium green girl foliage. Size: Large. 
50c) 


Peaches & Cream—A round shaped creamy pink bicolor 
flower on olive-green small round foliage. A dainty dish. 
Size: Small. 50c. 


Pink Fairy—A delicate pink flower with an unusual white 
eye. Deep green small heart shaped letf. Size: Medium. 
50¢ 


Pink Wonder—Large round good pink flower with a 
deeper pink eye. Bright green foliage. Lush grower 
and bloomer. Size: Large. 50c. 


Pompadour—Huge double white bloom with pastel shad- 
ing on dark green plain foliage. Supreme, but a medium 
size plant. 50c. 


Rippling Geneva (Gent’s)—Medium blue flowers sharply 
edged in white. Long narrow rippling medium green 
foliage. Blooms and marks exceptionally well. Size:

Rose Dream—Large brilliant rose color blossom on strong 
red stems. Does not fade. The foliage is dark glossy 
green heavily quilted heart shape and red underneath. 
It is a dream come true for us. Size: Medium. <A

Ruffled Treasure—Very frilly pastel shades of light lay- 
ender to rose orchid flowers born well above foliage on 
wavy dark green and bronze foliage. Heavy bloomer.

Scooped Beauty—Bright light to medium blue flower 
on dark shiny green deeply quilted beautifully scooped 
foliage, red and silver underneath. Size: Medium. 50c. 


Show Pink (Pink Cheer Supreme)—Huge deep pink blos- 
som on thick dark green leaves, red underneath. Size:

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Silver Slipper—A good clear red cup-shaped flower on 
bright green slightly quilted spooned girl, foliage with 
silvery back. Very nice. Size: Medium. 50c. 


Sundance—Large fluffy semi-double deep _ red-orchid 
bicolor flowers with prominent yellow centers, on heavily 
waxed heart shaped foliage. Heavy bloomer. Size: 
Medium-large. 50Oc. 


Sunrise Supreme—Huge rosy-red blossoms on_ heavily 
quilted heart shaped foliage, red underside. This is a 
supreme, but still a very heavy bloomer. Size: Medium.

Tomboy—Bright medium blue double blossoms, large 
yellow centers, on dark green quilted heart shaped foliage 
red underneath. A good bloomer, some flowers reaching 
silver dollar size, and a tomboy in growth. Size: Large. 
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Vivid—A vivid rose-pink blossom with an unusual white 
eye, on dull green foliage. Grows slow, but nice. Size: 
Medium. 50c. 


White Madonna—Large full pure white double flower 
on dark green waxy girl foliage. No blue in this one. 
Size: Medium. 50c. 


Wintergreen—Shaded blue and white double flower on 
green and white variegated plain foliage. Size: Medium- 
large. 50c.
